W a sh in g t o n, Dec. 29.—Representa­ 
tiv e Springer has given out the follow­ 
ing summary, intended as a popular ex 
planation of the currency bill as modi­ 
fied by the late Carlisle amendment*: 
•‘In the first place,” said Mr. Sprin­ 
ger, “ the Carlisle bill proposes a radical 
change in the m anner of securing the 
bank note circulation. 
The rapid pay­ 
ment of the public debt, the limited 
number of bonds now outstanding, aud 
the further fact that many of them are 
held in trust capacities in this country, 
and as perm anent investments by per­ 
sons residing abroad, have rendered the 
kind of security now required, im prac­ 
ticable. 
The Carlish* bill proposes for 
security of the circulating notes of the tib ia e , 
national banks, instead of United States 
" 
“ 
Jionds, a guarantee fund consisting of 
“ gal tender notes or currency certifi­ 
cates to the amount of 30 per cent of 
the circulation applied for; also a safety 
fund to be raised by a tax of one-half of 
I jier cent per annum upon the circu­ 
la t in g notes until it reaches 5 pereentum 
WM the whole circulation, and as a fur­ 
ther security a first lien upon all the 
assets of the bank, and ujion the amount 
which may lie realized by tho double 
liability feature of the national banking 
law. 
“The guarantee fund of 30 pereentum, 
the assets of the bank and th** personal 
liability of the stockholders can only go 
to the payment of the circulating notes 
of the bank which issues them, but the 
5 jier cent guarantee fund raised by a 
tax upon all the circulation of the coun­ 
try is a oommon fund out of which the 
notes of any failed bank may be paid, if 
the guarantee fund, tho assets, and per­ 
sonal liabilities of the stockholders are 
not sufficient. 
Thus. on a circulation of 
$200 ,000,000, the present national bank 
circulation, 
the 
safety 
fund would 
amount to $10,000,000, arid this whole 
fund could lie draw n upon to pay the 
notes of any bank that failed. 
This se­ 
curity is considered ample by the safest 
financiers ana bankers of the country. 
“The currency bill as amended does 
not compel national banks to enter the 
new system. 
They may continue under 
the old law lint it is thought that bank­ 
ing officials will soon see the advantage 
ef the new plan and adopt it.”
